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This is a decision on the petition under the unintentional 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed January 24, 2008, to revive 
the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED.

unintentional delay. 

An extension of time under 37 CFR 1.136 must be filed prior to 
the expiration of the maximum extendable period for reply. See, 
In re Application of S. , 8 USPQ2d 1630, 1631 (Comm'r Pats. 1988). 
Since the $1,050.00 extension of time fee submitted with the 
petition was subsequent to the maximum extendable period for 
reply, petitioner is entitled to a refund of this fee. A refund 
has been requested from the Finance Office, Refund Section.
